French system. There is no greater 
bulwark to a democracy than an 
army that is made up of the entire 
population and where privileges for 
both privates and officers are earned. 
France was never so. safetly demo- 
cratic as today after nearly three 
years of war. ‘ 

“The class system in England has 
been confined’ mostly to the early 
stages of the war. The. expression 
‘temporary gentleman’ which was 
used by the old aristocracy to apply 
to a man who had risen from the 
ranks to be a commissioned officer 
and who had, therefore, automatical- 
ly changed his class, is not as popu- 
lar as it was a year ago. 

“The ‘T. G.’s’ as they are called 
with amusing snobbishness, are so 
numerous that after the war they 
will make it hard for the Permanent 
Gentleman to remain a ruling caste. 
A commission should mean. dignity 
for any one intelligent enough to ob- 
tain one.: 

“In America there are no definite 
classes, but favoritism in the giving 
out of commissions must be avoided. 
compulsion — is 
the most democratic institution which 
modern life has evolved. 

“The underlying democratic  feel- 
ing in England is stronger now than 
yhen the war began. Stronger than 
we as yet realize in America, and very 
strong in the army itself. She will 
emerge from the war a more demo- 
cratic natiop than she went in. There 
will remain. certain forms of central- 
ization that are the result of war, 
but there will be greater power in 
the’ labor ‘class, greater power in 
women and less class distinction.” 


~ What Kitchener Did 


Built Up an Army Out of the Spirit 
of Service and Enthusiasm 

Kitchener built up his armies out 
of the spirit of service and enthusi- 
asm and resorted to conscription to 
keep the armies going. ‘With us, we 
are told, it should be the other way 
about; we should begin to build our 
new armies out of the slacker. When 
Kitchener accepted conscription, _ it 
was as a temporary war measure. 
This professional soldier certainly 
could have had no empty fears of 
militarism... Only Kitchener, being a 
professional, thought coolly instead 
of in headlines. He would have been 
incapable of extraordinary, reason- 
ing which maintains among us today 
that voluntéer service will not give 
us a fighting army, but that Roose- 
velt can take a volunteer force of 
men, over and under the fixed volun- 
teer age, and have it ready for the 
trenches in a couple of months. The 
truth is that Kitchener faced the 
problem not only as a. soldier, but 
as an Englishman. As such it was 
impossible to. him that a national 
tradition bred into the very. bone of 
the people should crumble before the 
first, severe test. A profssional Eng- 
lish soldier consented only with re- 
luctance to compromise a great civic 
tradition, and then only as_tlittle as 
might be.—New York Evening Post.

Interesting Experiment Carried ‘on- 
By GH Hutton at Lacombe 


Early in December last, two cars 
of cattle were put on feed at Lacombe 
one group being fed a ration of frost- 
‘ed wheatiand the second lot receiving 
oats and barley in equal parts. Each 
group received the same weight” of 
well ground grain and had ‘access to 
the same class of roughage during 
the entire. feeding period., It is in- 
teresting to note that wheat. which 
was -quite badly frozen produced 
greater gains than were made by the 
groups receiving oats and baricy. No 
ill effects resulted from the feeding _ 
of frosted wheat. Some fecders pre- 
dicted that this ration would cause ° 
excessive scouring but such was not 
the result as the groups were © in 
equally good condition throughout 
the test. Had the steers’ been’ of 
equal weight at’ the beginning of the 
experiment, an increased. profit in 
favor of frosted wheat. of $3.38 per 
head would have been shown.

Will Germans 
Belgians Against Allied Guns? 


General von Bissing, the German 
vernor of Belgium who has pas- 
ea from this earthly sphere, was an 
excellent specimen -of' the military 
brute developed by. the Prussian -sys- 
tem. An American newspaper cor- 
respondent, Fred C. Walcott, in an 
address in- Minneapolis-gave’ an illus- 
trative account of an interview with 
von Bissing. He said, according to 
the Minneapolis Journal: 

“I asked the German Governor of 
Eelgium, General von Bissing, ‘what 
they would do if the British and 
French withdrew their support of 
the Belgians and French who- are 
within the German lines. He said 
preparations had been made for tak 
ing the skilled workmen to Germany 
to release Germans for war service, 
and the others of both sexes who 
were healthy would be shipped to 
Mesopotamia, where they would irri- 
gate that country, and make.it ready 
for the German colonists to cdme. 
The others, he said, old and young 
and weak, would be herded together 
and, with a firing squad behind them, 
driven against the British and French 
guns to be passed through and. cared 
for by those who were really respon- 
sible for their care. Belgium would 
then be peopled with Germans and 
the question of Belgian liberty would 
be settled forever.” 

This interview took place some 
months ago—before the capture. of 
Pagdad by the British, which spoiled 
part of von Bissing’s ideal. But an- 
cther part, the deportation of skilled 
workmen to Gtrmany has been car- 
ried, out to some extent; and perhaps 
yet we shall see an atterpt made to 
execute the last part, namely the 
driving of the weakest of the Belgian 
population in front of the British 
guns. : 

Of course von Bissing. was no 
worse than the whole German gener- 
al staff.

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Much Good Steel _ - 
On Verdun Field 


Salvaging Steel From the Famous 
Battlefield Will Be Profit. 
able Work . 


Millions. of shells. from German 
and French guns of various calibres 
have left the battlefield of Ver- 
dun holding a veritable mine of 
ready refined steel. So great is the 
store of scrap metal that the steel 
industry is figuring the advantage 
of trying to rake the. blood soaked 
area of France's supreme resistance, 
when the war is over, to redeem the 
fragments. 

Military reports on many. days cal- 
culated that a million’ or more pro- 
jectiles had fallen into. the area in 
twenty-four hours. The «teel trade, 
however, prefers. to pstinate that 
Verdun was hammered at the moder- 
ate rate of a million a week. 

A total weight of 1,350,000 tons is 
believed to await ‘profitable redemp- 
tion from the area of the fortress. 
At the present price of scrap steel, 
$17.50 a ton, the deposit is worth 
$23,625,000. " 


Bare Shelves 


Food Shortage Will Not Be Relieved 
in 1917 


The world-wide shortage of food, 
is not likely to end with 1917. Re- 
serve stocks are depleted. No matter 
what efforts are put forth now, there 
will be no accumulation of reserves 
by next autumn. We shall enter 
1918 with bare shelves, and, even if 
the war ends with the present sum- 
mer, general unsettlement and delay 
in restoring to civil employment men 
now engaged in war will probably 
causé¢ world production next year, to, 
fall below the normal. 

It is imperative, therefore, that in 
this country our plans for increased 
production should not be limited to 
the present. We have, indeed, been 
too slow in appreciating the condi- 
tion by which we are faced to render 
possible such increase in production 
this year as should have been provid- 
ed for. It is not early now to plan 
for next season, While doing every- 
thing ‘possible to recover lost ground 
in 1917, let us not forget the necessi-

ties of 1918, More production this 
year and still more production next 
year should be the motio ever in 
mind.—From the Toronto Globe.

The 
German general staff is issuing the 
most preposterous misstatements re- 
garding the military situation to con- 
vince the-people that- military con- - 
ditions are of secondary importance. 

In. both regards. the German gov- 
ernment is misleading the people. 
Britain faces the necessity of holding - 
out until the new crop. is harvested... 
After which she will get a long res- 
pite because the interned German 
ships and new ships. will become the 
dominant factor. in’ the transport 
Situation. : 

Neverthcléss Great Britain is get- 


anicky 
ondon 
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ting a much needed scare about the 


food situation. Great Britain and 
France are moving heaven and earth 
to show such a military preponder- 
ance as will overcome German_ con- 
fidence based on the success of the 
submarine campaign. 

Spain and Scandanavia confront a 

black prospect because their cco- 
nomic resources-are less able to cope 
with the conditions, and the United’ 
States must henceforth co-operate 
with the Allies, depriving the neutral 
countries of supplics so that Great 
Britain and France can be fed first. 

Parisians have begun ‘to get 
meatless dinners under a government 
order forbidding beef, pork, lamb 
poultry, game, and similar dishes ~at, 
the evening meal except on Sundays 
and holidays.

‘people away at 7 o'clock.

It is deemed probable that this 
stop will involve the formation of an 
inter-Ally Food Commission, com- 
prising a director-general for cach 
natidy.

Air Service in East Africa’ sends 
home a graphic description of an 1m- 
mense valley filled with Arum liles 
over which he has flown somewhere 
in the region of Zanzibar, As he 
passed over the spot he was 8,000 
feet high, but the perfume reached 
him.
